If the proceedings connected with the 
first attempt of two great powers, viz : 
Englaad and Americs, to settle nations) 
difficulties by arbitration, be a fair 
sample of what haa to be generally ev- 
countered, we opine such wode of pro- 
cveding in ths future will present few 
uttractions, and if possible will be 
avoided. The congratalations that 
heealded in this new way of settling 
national quarrels, are now stown to huve 
been premature, and the titles of nobility 
bestowed for distinguished serv’ces ren 
dered in connection with it, as fit subject 
ouly for ridicale. National Arbitration 
may carry with it the advantages of beiug 
a cheop and humane solution for disputes, 
but it is quite clear from what bas takeu 
place in the negotiations of the respective 
goveraments of England and America, 
that -it brings with it many anpleasant 
concomitants. If tbe American Govern-

Further of the Debate in the Com- 
mons on the Judiciary. 


[orrawa civizex’s neronrt } 


Orrawa, June 1.—Hon. Sir J. A. Macdon- 
ald moved that the House go into Committee 
to cousider aresolution to provide for Judges 
and stipendiary magistrates in Quebec, Nova 
Scatia, Mapitoba and Brifish Columbia. 

Mr. Blake objected strougly to some pro- 
positions of the resolutions, including the 
number, and large salaries of judges for Brit- 
ish Columbia. He asked why it, with 10,000 
inhabitants, should have nine judges and 
étipendiary magistrates, while other Prov- 
juces had to pay their own, These pro- 
visions were not contemplated by the Union 
Act. 

Hon. Sir Jobo A, Macdonald explained that 
the Manitoba judges were expected to officiate 
wutside the Province, the salaries of Byitiah 
Columbia judges were fixed by Imperial action, 
the present officers having been appointed by 
Great Britain, The whole question of salaries 
to judges would likely be considered by the 
next Parliament. Stipendiury magistrates 
acted as county judges, and as commissioners 
in certain cases, They were also Ilwperial 
_wppointments. 

r. DeCosmos stated that those magistrates 
acted as gold commissioners, and be com- 
plained that British Columbia regarded as a 
grievance the fact that they were not profes- 
gional men. 

Mr. Blake—Then we pay the salaries of the 
gold. commissioners of British Columbia, 

Hon. Sir Jobn A Macdonald said they ac- 
ted as Stipendiary Magistrates, Gold Commis 

_ siouers and County Court Judges. We might 
dispeuse with them, but on condition of giv- 
ing them hereafter two-thirds of their present 
salary. 

Mr. Mills remarked that for 11,000 people 
there were three Supreme Court Judges and 
six County Court Judges. 

Hon. Sir John A, Macdonald said we were 
bound, by the Union Act, to meet these ex- 
penses. : 

Hon, Mr. Anglin commented upon the ex- 
pensiveness of judicial systems for Manitoba 
aod British Columbia, and the creation of an 
elaborate, costly County Court system in 
that Province.

Mr. Blake. denounced, as unuecessary, the 

_ expenditure for jadges in the two Northwest 

vinces. Each was served by one judge 

fure the Union, but ow they required 
three, probably in obedience to suggestions 
jrom the Canadian Goveroment. The Mani- 
toba Legislature added a judge to the one 
previously in office, but our Government 
went further, giving two, In British Colum- 
bia, "Stipendary Magistrates were County 

* Vourt Judges; if so, let them be so called. 
Before Confederation, Superior Judges cost 
$3,500; now they would cost $10,000. If 
those magistrates were to be called County 
Court Jadges, that their cést might be thrown 
on the Dominion, let the same system be ex~ 
tended to other provinces. We were called 
upon to pay for those provincial services 
which British Columbia should berself bear. 
He argued that this system involved a system 
of administration of justice, and a most com- 
plicated and difficult question, as to federal 
and civiljurisdiction. This practice of pay-

Three Judges 
would not be too much, seeing they were to 
act as Stipendiary Magistrates. + 

Hon. Sir John A. Macdonald ‘said these 
British Columbia salaries had to be paid in 
good faith, the officers being of Imperial 
origin, They had vested rights. In the 

resolutions passed now, the discussion could 
continue on the bill to be introduced.
